UNIFIL m andate extended 

U.S. criticizes Israel’s attack 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 
(Agencies) — The United Sui- 
tes has criticized Israel’s raid 
against Palestinian positions 
and refugee camps in Lebanon 
and raged restraint by aU par- 
ties in what it called “this dan- 
gerous ablation." 

“We regret the Israeli deci- 
sion to cany out this raid. We 
believe that' Israel's security in- 
terests would be better protect- 
ed by cooperation with ihe 
United Nations peacekeeping 
force, both by Israel and by 
Christian militias in southern 
Lebanon which jt supports,” 
spokesman Tom Rested said 
•Friday mgbL 

“We rage that all parties 
concerned exercise restraint i a 
this dangerous, situation and 


The resolution was adopted 
by 12 votes to none against, 
wutft the Soviet Union and Cze- 
choslovakia abstaining and 
China not faking part in the 
voting 

The text made no mention 
of die raid carried out by Is- 
raeli troops less than 24 hours 
earlier against Palestinian bases 
and refugee camps, but the 
attack was referred to repeated- 
ly in the course of tfao debate. 

Lebanese U.N. nspreseatative . 
Gthassan Tueni said bis coun- 
try lodged the strongest pro- 
test against this “inarhhissiblc 
act,” which -was carefnBy timed 
to take, place while the coun- 
cil was trying to salvage peace 
and secraity in the area.

The Israeli raid in sou* Lebanon came while the U.N. 
Security Council was discussing extending the mandate of the 
U.N. force in Lebanon with a Lebanese demand that the 
present force be changed from an observer or buffer force to 
fighting uni is. Israel clearly opposes any amendment of the 
U.N. Resolutions 425 and 426 to give Lebanon a role in pro- 
tecting the south in accordance with the public wishes of 
neighboring Arab states who find Israel's presence and influ- 
ence in the south a great danger to their own security. 

But the raid does not appear to have gone according to 
plan. It was launched against a target that does not contain 
a sizeable Palestinian civilian or military presence, signifi- 
cantly by airborne troops. If the intention had been to simply 
destroy, the Israeli military command would have used long- 
range artillery or air strikes as it had often done successfully 
in Uie past. So it may be safely assumed that the Israelis had 
intended not just to destroy but also to stay. Their decision 
to withdraw could only mean that they me* far more oppo- 
sition than they bad anticipated and decided that losses 
would outweigh potential gains- The Palestinians are saying 
that the Israelis lost and withthew. This is true only in a 
narrow sense because the Israelis could have stayed if they 
wanted to. It would be very dangerous indeed to assume 
otherwise. 

For the time being it is not dear if the latest raid is a 
prelude to a large-scale attack or if it is a separate incident — 
a reprisal against the recent commando attack. Before the 
raid all parties involved in. south Lebanon were agreed that 
the Israeli, would attack, but the reasons varied widely from 
one group to the other. Many people linked an imminent 
Israeli attack to persistent reports that Palestinians would be 
settled in south Lebanon as part of a Lebanese settlement or 
general peace in the region. Others thought conditions were 
ripe for Israel to achieve its old ambition of annexing south 
Lebanon, using tfae pretext of Palestinian armed presence in 
the area. Still others argued that Israel would attack south 
Lebanon to divert attention from the stalled Middle Bast 
peace talks or to exert pressure on Egypt and the U.S. An 
attack was also regarded as a veiled warning to Syria 
stay out. 

But if one leaves the Israeli factor for a moment 
consider how the situation in south Lebanon affects Palestin- 
ian strategy, other possibilities arise. There are, at the moment. 
Palestinian groups that are not happy with the progress of the 
peace talks or with the types of pressures that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization is being subjected to. They fear that 
peace in to*. Middle East may be concluded at the expense 
of the Palestinians or that the PLO may be forced into al- 
liances that go against die long-term interests of the Pales- 
tinian people. One way out would be to cause an explosion 
in south Lebanon that draws into it all the other parties, 
creating new conditions in the region and forcing strategy 
changes on all concerned.

AH three contests — two for 
Parliament and one for the 
local assembly — were in the 
southern stale of Andhra Pra- 
desh. Not only did rite Gandhi 
Congress substantially increase 
its majority, but as a result of 
its gains, the Janata coalition, 
which holds shaky office in 
New Delhi, does not now boast 
a single Member of Parliament 
from the region. 

Desai must find the defeat 
particufariy gating because of 
his personal involvement in the 
campaign, For probably the 
first lame in Indian politics, a 
prime minister himself stumped 
the hustings. He was accom- 
panied by no less than seven 
other members of die Janata 
cabinet. 

But in the main contest in 
Hyderabad’s twin city of Se- 
cunderabad.

Bonn and Islamabad. 

"Most don’t -realize what the 
applications for asylum, pre- 
pared in advance for them, re- 
ally mean,” said a West Ger- 
man diplomat in the Pakistani 
capital 

"I can say that 99.5 per cent 
of political asylum cases in- 
volving Pakistanis have been re- 
jected," he said. Some 2£62 
Pakistanis have been sent home 
in jets chartered by the West 
German government. 

The asylinn racket, a variety 
of sources say can be extremely 
lucrative — but seldom for the 
men who left Punjab for a job 
in Germany. Many pay as 
much as 52,500, a large sum 
here, to self-described recruit- 
ing agents. 

The “agents” dispatch bus- 
loads of hopeful Punjabis to 
Turkey via Afghanistan and 
Iran. At Istanbul, they are put 
on trains which eventually 
bring them to East Berlin’s 
Friedrichstrasse station. From 
there it's a short ride on the 
"S” bahn commuter train to 
Zoo station or another West 
Berlin stop. 

How the Pakistanis pass 
through East Europe without 
visas stamped in their passports 
has stumped West Berlin offi- 
cials. Their counterparts across 
the wall are not volunteering 
Information and neither the 


West German nor Pakistani 
government is asking, the sour- 
ces said. 

Their papers, often prepared 
by West German lawyers hired 
by Pakistani racketeers, say the 
bearer has been presecuted by 
Islamabad’s martial law regime 
because of belonging to the 
political party of deposed prime 
minister Ztd&kar Ah Bhutto,, 
now facing a death sentence. 

"They know nothing of po- 
litics," a West German official 
said. “When we translate the 
application letters for them, 
they’re surprised." 

Most return voluntarily, re-, 
ceiving a free flight to Karachi, 
or train fare home and pocket 
money. 

If they decide to press (heir 
petitions lor asylum, the Pakis- 
tanis — with good lawyers — 
could spend as long as seven 
years exhausting the German 
court system. Officials in Bonn 
hope that a new law will reduce 
this to a maximum of two 
years. 

Meanwhile, the state provi- 
des each with lodging, food, 
medical care and some spend- 
ing money. Ah this exists the 
West German taxpayer roughly 
$500 per asylum-seeker a month 
which is higher than a profes- 
sional man’s salary in Pakistan. 

About 12,000 Pakistanis are 
now receiving this treatment in 
West Germany. Boon recently 
reduced their cash allowances 
because many were sending 
them home, making their illegal 
status overly attractive to 
friends and relatives in Punjab.

Iran’s economic collapse

TEHRAN — 

The Iranian, economy bas 
gone from boom to bust in a 
year, and it seems to be a 
classic exairgrie of Murphy’s 
Law — any thing that could go 
wrong bas, or is about to. 

Long pa st the stage of con- 
trading and adjusting to the 
new realities, the economy is 
now nearing total collapse 
O* exported weeks ago has 
continued to bring in revenue 
as tankers reach their destina- 
tions. But experts say the ex- 
port cutoff caused by the pro- 
longed strike in the oil fields 
w all catch up wMi Iran by 
the end of January. 

One expect predicted that 
already depleted foreign cur- 
rency reserves, which before 
the trouble stood at about 
$10 biHioo, would be halved 
within a few months.

He said “toe time has come" 
far toe International Mbnetary 
Rmd to exercise its newly 
acquired and stronger powers 
for •Wvefflance," not only of 
exchange rates, bat of its 138- 
member cations’ domestic eco- 
nomic policies. 

Solomon, chief axx&tect of 
the Chrter - adnunhtratkm’is 
Nov. 2 “doflar rescue” pack- 
age, said toat toe United Stat- 
es is "encouraged" by the ini- 
tial res p ons e to toe program. 
He revealed that consultations 
with otoer countries in assea- 
Kog exchange market develop- 
ments had been greatiy inten- 
sified. 

He said that the United 
States is wiBing to oonmkr 


. other taps, including larger 
future roles for other curren- 
cies and for tfae IMF's special 
re s e rve unit. Special Drawing 
Righto (SDRs). 

. But Solomon argued with 
wipiwiii that toe fundamental 
and continuing problem, to 
which “toere is no magic, over- 
night solution,” is to "bring 
about a better balance hi glo- 
bal economic relations.”

“We are all far more vulner- 
able now than in the past to 
developments abroad and to 
the operations of the .interna- 
tional economic system,” Solo- 
mon declared. 

He singled out a much ex- 
panded rde for toe IMF as 
toe major way of bringing na- 
tional economic policies into 
greater harmony. A recent 
amendment to toe IMF charter 
— a much publicized Article 
IV — gives the international 
agency new authority for 
“surveillance” to encourage 
brtter balance in international 
accounts. 

Under toese new powers, 
tfae IMF is entitled, at least in 
theory, to persuade strong as 


well as weak nations to chang e 
their economic policies, if 
those policies are having an 
adverse effect on toe interna- 
tional balance of payments. A 
country that ignored toe IMF 
pressure could be denied toe 
light to borrow from the agen- 
cy- 

in hs annual report last 
year, the IMF said that while 
every member is obligated 
under Article IV to promote a 
stable system of exchange rat- 
es, “k is easier said than 
done." The assumption has 
been that in applying its sur- 
veillance powers, the IMF 
would have difficulty in deal- 
ing with a country that has a 
strong payments surplus or *s 
politically powerful for some 
other reason. 

IMF Managing Director 
Jacques de Larosiere said at 
toe conclusion of toe 1978 
IMF annual meeting here that 
the new Article IV powers 
would give toe IMF sweeping 
new influence In international 
economic affairs. 

But as Solomon pointed out 
in his speech. “Progress hi 
implementing the IMF’s new 
surveillance rofe has been cau- 
tious and deliberate. This » 
understandable, given toe very* 
abort time toese powers have 
existed.” De Larosiere bad 
Suggested that toe IMF could 
effectively pressure nations to 
change policies that were lead- 
ing to International' imbalance, 
largely through its “moral au- 
thority.” — fWP)

And we are confident 
that these Saudi moves will bear 
fruit like previous moves which 
usually came at toe right time 
in the service of Arab causes, 
security and international 
peace." 

In an open letter to President 
Carter, toe editor of “Okaz" 
reviewed American foreign po- 
licy and concluded that “deal- 
ing wito toe United States re* 
presents an international catas- 
trophe."

Dorothy, home in Dtaixan 
recently to visit her parents, 
recounted how she came upon 
her absorbing avocation by ac- 
cident. At Che time, one of 
the University of Petroleum 
and Minerals' coaches gave a 
papular series of outside les- 
sens to children of faculty 
members. Dorothy’s father,

WASHINGTON — The role 
of the outsider, the solitary, the 
wanderer, comes naturally to 
Octavio Fix. Many of hisj 64 
years have been spent outside 
has native Mexico, from the 
early 1920s, when he spent two 
years in the Mexican ghetto of 
Los Angeles (“My father was 
a political' exile, and we cfido*t 
have much money”) to the 
last seven years when be has 
been a visiting professor at Har- 
vard. 

Yon can feel this aoKtude in 
his poetry, which ranks among 
the finest being written today 
in the Spanish language, and 
you can' hear it as he says, 
"Today, of course, we are all 
outsiders, all caught between 
two worlds. Everyone, not only 
the artists. I am not sure whe- 
ther this is good or bod, tat 


it is certainly happening. 

“Modern society is a collec- 
tion of outsiders. Perhaps it is 
going to be good in the end, 
but now it is a great goffering.” 
Paz believes that the frequent 
uprooting of his life (he fifes, 
lived, among other places, in 
Spain, India, England, Japan 
and France, where he met and 
married ins wife, Marie) has 
helped to intensify his Mexican 
identity, and wherever he goes 
he brings a part of Mexico ' 
with him. “I am happy in 
New England," he muses; “I 
fed it is where the United Sta- 
tes began. But I also feel like 
a stranger there.” 

He is intrigued by the differ- 
ences between the southern land 
where he was born and. the 
northern one where he has

Now, Americans are becoming 
less optimistic of the future, 
and this is good. You will find 
that you can recapture many 
things that you have lost with 
your religion of the future.” 

Looking at the strange giant 


to toe north, Mexican intellec- 
tuals in the past have been in- 
clined to turn their eyes away, 
but now Paz sees a change m 
this attitude. "On the popular 
level, of course, the influence 
of the United States has been 
enormous for a long time, hut 
tbe intellectual class has been 
more inclined to look to 
Europe. Now. American influ- 
ence is also being felt in the 
upper levels of society, and 
here, too, there is a new willing- 
ness to understand Mexico.

Luxembourg the rich

LUXEMBOURG — The 
motto of Luxembourg is; “We 
■want to stay what we are.” 

What they are, is rich. 

At first glance Luxembourg 
seems tike a candidate for 
crisis. It has only one major 
industry in an ailing sector: 
steel. It must import all its 
mine rajs and moat of its food 
and manufactured goods. 

Despite such drawbacks. 
Luxembourg enjoys a balance- 
of -payments surplus, one of tire 
highest per capita incomes in 
Europe and tittle unemploy- 
ment. 

“Luxembourgers have turn- 
ed all the economic probabili- 
ties upside tJowtl, and they are 
fcmghmg all the way to the 
bank,” a foreign businessman 
said. 

The banks are more than a 
source of laugiter. By running 
easy-going banking commis- 
sions and abotistring capital 
gains fax, inheritance tax and 
large reserve requirements. 
Luxembourg has converted rt- 
acftf from a romantic tourist 


attraction into a financial center 
rivaling Switzerland. 

“Banks are like schools of 
fish.” the businessman said. 
“One followed another .after 
they discovered foreign banks 
get better treatment here than 
in Switzerland, where Swiss 
hanks get first crack at the best 
investment (teals.” 

As a result. 98 banks have 
branches here, including the 
Bank of China, which chose 
Luxembourg for its first over- 
seas expansion since World 
War U. 

Stability is another factor in 
Luxembourg's economic suc- 
cess, according to a U^S. dip- 
lomat. Although almost 25 per 
cent of the population of 
375,000 is foreign, “there are 
no racial, religious, social or 
'labor problems” he said. 

Many jobs are virtually 
guaranteed for life by a tri- 
partite commission of govern- 
ment, management and labor 
unions. 

The nation has toe highest 
wages in Europe — 30 per cent 
higher than France and 50 per 
cant higher than Italy. — (UPD

Too many mouths, 
too little land

CAIRO — Strangers seeking 
to understand Egypt are well 
advised to travel either by 
road or rail from Cairo ’o 
Aswan, say 20th-century 
Egypt- watchers. For it is only 
by undertaking such a journey 
that they will appreciate the 
extent to which Egypt depends 
for its sustenance upon that 
narrow stretch of land, the 
Nile valley, often no more 
than 30 kilometers wide, which 
for centuries has been the 
country's lifeline. 

If the Egyptian population 
remained at its Pharaonic 
levels, the narrow Nile vaHey 
and its broader delta, north of 
Cairo, would, have more than 
enough resources to grow food 
both for domestic needs and 
also for export. But with 
more that, a million mouths 
bemg added every year to the 
current population of 40 mil- 
lion, even the fertile Nile val- 
ley cannot grow enough food 
to meet the needs of its own 
people. 

We could be self-sufficient 
in food, say experts at the 
Ministry of Agriculture *n 
Cairo. But they add, it would 
mean giving up all the. land 
presently devoted to growing 
cotton. 

Cotton is a hard currency 
earner and plays a vital role in 
financing Egypt’s develop- 
ment effort. Some 1.3 million 
acres, or 21 percent of all the 
.agricultural land in the coon- 
try, is specially reserved for 
growing cotton. 

The main staple in Egypt is 
wheat and, given the twin de- 
mands of food and hard cur- 
rency, the government’s strate- 
gy has been to import what- 
ever extra wheat it requires 
without reducing the cotton 
acreage too much. 

Such a strategy made sense 
as long as food imports were 
kept at reasonable levels. But, 
last year, the amount of im- 
ported wheat alone was in ex- 
cess of 4.5 mfflioa tons, or 
more than 60 percent of total 
consumption. 

According to Jim Roes, ag- 
ricultural attache at the Uni- 
ted States Embassy in Cairo, 
3.5 nriBkw tons of wheat were 
imported from America, one 
million tons from Australia 
and smaller quantities from 
Canada and BrazS. 

Egypt -s also a small expor- 
ter of food, chiefly of rice 
and oranges to other Arab 


countries. Nevertheless, if the 
country is to avoid almost 
wholesale dependence in the 
future on foreign sources for 
its mam staple re qu irements, 
its- present agricultural strate- 
gy will have to be streamlin- 
ed. 

The range of available op- 
tions are a drastic curbing of 
population growth, eliminating 
all the land under cotton cui- ' 
tivatioo and turning it over to 
wheat, reclaiming new land, 
and relying on high-yielding 
food grains that have trans- 
formed the agricultural out- 
pat of, for example, for Pun- 
jab region in northern India- 

Local economists say the 
fust two options are unaccept- 
able and President Anwar 
Sadais' scope for maneuver is 
limited to exploring the pro- 
mise of the last two possibili- 
ties. From what Sadat has so 
far said, it does indeed seem 
mat the last two options are 
being seriously studied by the 
government. 

When Sadat speaks of a 
green revolution transforming 
the agricultural map of Egypt, 
his hopes are centered on the 
reclamation of at least one- 
and-a-half million acres by 
the end of the century. Some 
of the anticipated reclamation 
is based on the prospects of 
developing an area of the wes- 
tern desert, which sits on top 
of a vast reservoir of under- 
ground water. 

Says economist Dr. Mu- 
hammad Sharaf, Director of 
Economic Research at the Mi- 
nistry of Agriculture, “AH this 
is separate from at least an- 
other 1.7 million acres of fal- 
low land which can be brou- 
ght under cultivation again." 
Such land, located mostly in 
the delta region, has been al- 
lowed to go out of use because 
of high salinity in the soiL 

As land is reclaimed, how- 
ever, much of it winds up di- 
verted into urban uses rather 
than new farms 


Arguments against land re- 
clamation are that it is costly, 
up to $2,800 per acre, includ- 
ing the development of 
schools, hospitals and roads. 
Moreover, as Western agrono- 
mists have pointed out in the 
past, land reclamation by it- 
self is not enough unless it is 
followed up by solid capital 
investment to mamtain soil 
fertility and good drainage 
facilities. — (OFNS)

1 NEW YORK — America is 
in the grip of a Tut hysteria, 
that John Travolta could envy. 
It could be called Tutinania, 
but feat’s only one name for it 
There’s also Tut Glut and 
Mummy Madness* Egyptian 
Fever and evec fee Pharaoh 
Faucet. 

Whatever it is called, fee 
great obsession over King Tut- 
anfcfaamun has reached fee end- 
• most xock. There can’t be a 
child in Ameri ca who hasn't 
beard of King Tut by now — 
and many of them probably 
wear a “Love My Mummy’' T- 
shirt. 

What has turned on Ameri- 
cans of all ages to fee boy king 
is, of course, fee enormously 
successful Treasures of Tutanr 
khatnun exhibit. After touring 
fee United States for two years, 
it opens this month in New 
York at fee Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art for a run feat 
will extend into mid- April. 

The big show made its de- 
but Nov. 15, 1976, at the Na- 
tional Gallery in Washington, 
D.C. It was an instant hit — 
there were two-boor waits to 
get in during fee first week. 
By fee time it was all over, 
832^53 persons had seen the 
show in fee nation's capital, 
and a great many of feem had 
bad to wait in line as long 12 
hours to view the exhibit of 55 
treasures from fee tomb of fee 
long-dead pharaoh. 

Tutmania was born. 

As fee exhibit made its tri- 
umphal way back and forth 
across fee country, fee story 
was repeated in city after city. 
People camped out, waited pa- 
tiently, got mad, finally got in. 
In Chicago, 1,349,724 persons 
saw fee show. In New Orleans, 
the fetal was 870,855. In Los 
Angeles, 1,250,620. By fee 
nuddle of fee exhibit’s run in 
Seattle, 799318 visitors had 
already 'filed past fee golden 
objects. 

Merchandisers, retailers, ho- 
telkeepers, restaurant owners 
and museums in cities that have 
received a King Tut visitation 
weren't finding fee phenome- 
non boring at all 

After it was ah ova- there, 
the city of Chicago estimated 
the show had brought $30 mil- 
lion in business to its hotels 
and restaurants, which had been 
looking forward to a dreary 
summer. New Orleans estima- 
ted fee tourism figure at more 
than $80 million for 700,000 
tourists. The exhibit ended 
wife a jazz funeral, on a street 
painted Nile blue for fee oc- 
casion, that saw fee young king 
off to fee promised land of . 
Los Angeles. Seattle was pro- 
jecting $60 million in tourism 
business. And New York fin-' 
anrial experts expect King Tut 
to bring in about S65 milli on 
for fee city.

The ex- 
hibit w a* held at fee 18 j 000- 
squa-re-foot Flag Pavilion hi the 
Seattle Center, .on fee old 
Woride Fair grounds, instead 
of in the smaller, less accessi- 
ble art museum. Tickets were 
made available each morning, 
and people wandered about the 
fair grounds while they waited 
to get in. 

The Seattle Art Museum has 
big plans for its membership, 
which has risen from 6,000 to 
25,000 as a result of the show. 
“Our goal is to hold on to 70 
per cent of feose new mem- 
bers.’' said museum director 
WaBis Woods. “If we have a 
program worth its salt, we 
ought to able to maintain sc ven- 
tenfes of 1 per cent of fee 
metropolitan population as 
members.

Satisfra show that Soviet eco- 
oonuc growth in 197S conn-' 
need to lag behind goals set 
for the current five-year plan. 

According to figures pub- 
lished Friday in the Soviet go- 
vernment newspaper “Lzves- 
tca,” overall industrial produc- 
tion bat year increased by 4.8 
per cent over 1977. 

Hus represented a slight im- 
provement on the modest, 
ecaied-down target growth 
rate of 4.5 per cent which bad 
been officially set for 1978. 

But at the same time it 
amounted to a substantial 


drop from the 5.7 per cent 
<growih in industrial produc- 
tion recorded in 1977, com- 
pared with the previous year. 

Labor productivity in 1978 
rase by 3.6 per cent, meeting 
the year's target growth rate, 
but it was down from the 4.1 
per cent growth from 1976 to 
1977. 

Soviet economic planners 
have sought to lay heavier 
stress on enhanced productivi- 
ty, to help offset an increa- 
singly serious manpower 
squeeze and slowing rates of 
capital investment in new in- 
dustrial facilities-
